VACANCIES FOR APPRENTICE CLERKS 


The ir Ministry announces that owing to the expansion of the 
Royal Air Force, an increased number of vacancies is ofiered to 
well-educated boys to enter as Apprentice Clerks. This career may 
appeal to many boys who are attracted to Service life and wish 
to travel abroad but have no liking for a mechanical trade. 

The next entry will be made in July, and applications ure to be 
received at the Air Ministry not later than July 1. Candidates must 
be in possession of an approved school certificate and must, on 
July 1, be between the ages of 15} and 17]; preference will be given 
to those over 16. 

Application forms and full information regarding the Apprentice 
Clerk scheme can be obtained from the Inspector of Recruiting, 
Royal Air Force, Victory House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2.  Sui- 
cessful candidates will be required to complete twelve years’ regular 
Air Force service after reaching the age of 18. At the age of # 
they return to civil life, but will normally be given an opportunity 
of entering the Royal Air Force Reserve and of drawing a gratuity 
of {100. A limited number may be permitted to re-engage Ww 
complete’ twenty-four years' service, qualifying for pension. 

When a clerk bus both attained the age of eighteen and succes 
fully passed the examination at the end of his course the ratr o! 
pay is from 3s. to 4s. 6d. a day (21s. to 31s. 6d. a week) according 
to the degree of success achieved at the final examination, Sul 
quently there are opportunities for advancement with increased rates 
of pay. During the training period the Apprentice Clerk receive 
pay varying from 1s, to 1s. 6d. a day. In addition to pay, boys: 
are provided with a free outfit, are lodged and victualled frev of 
cost, and receive free medical attendance. They also have [ull 
opportunity to take part in the social and recreational activities 
of the units with which they are serving. 

Apprentices normally receive eighteen months’ training in_ clef 
cal duties, typewriting, practical office routine, shorthand (for Clerks, 
General Duties), pay and store accounting (for Clerks, Accounting) 
Their general education will also be continued under a stali 0! 
graduate teachers.
